ACCIDENT WHICH RESULTED IN 
THE DEATH OF P. O. CARLYLE 
CHRISTENSEN & THREE OTHERS 

McADAM, N. B., Dec. 20. — Four R. 
Cc. A. F. men from Pennfield, N. B., 
were killed instantly Sunday when a 
twin-engine bombing plane crashed a 
quarter of a mile from the Raliway 
Station here. 

Their next of kin have been notified 
and the names wil be announced later 

The aircraft, flying in formation 
with two other over McAdam, collided 
with a 20-foot indicator above an 80-ft. 
water tank. Flames shot from the 
plane as it struck the indicator and a 
few seconds a heavy explosion occur- 
red. 

The flaming plane asideswiped a 
house, stripped off a back porch and 
turned over several times while cutt- 
ing a broad swath 300 ft. long through 
snow, ice and bushes. 

Bodies of three of the four occupants 
were hurled a considerable distance 
from the crash scene. The fourth was 
found in the wreakage.

The Minister in charge of the Admin. 
istration of the Water Resources Act 
and the Irrigation Districts Act for the 
Province of Alberta

Sir— 

WHEREAS the Canadian Pacific 
Railway Company, owner of the irriga- 
tion system serving what is known as 
the Western Section of the Canadian 
Pacific Railway Company’s Irrigation 
Block, has offered to dispose of said 
irrigation system to an irrigation dis- 
trict which may be formed to include 
the lands of purchasers and owners 
who wish to obtain water for irriga- 
tion or dormiestic purposes, or both, in 
the area served by the said system; as 
well as lands of purchasers and Own- 
ers, who by agreement with the said 
company, are entitled to obtain water 
from the said system. 

AND WHEREAS the price and 
terms upon which the said irrigation 
system can be acquired, are such that 
it will be possible for the district to 
give satisfactory service at reasonable 
rates and it is desirable and in the in- 
interests of the present water users 
and other persons desiring to obtain 
water for irrigation or domestic pur- 
poses that such irrigation district 
should be created and that the district 
should acquire the interests of the 
Canadian Pacific Railway Company in 
the said irrigation system; and under- 
take the obligations of the said com- 
pany with respect to the delivery of 
water. 

AND WHEREAS the ordinary pro- 
visions of The Irrigation Districts Act 
in the special circumstances of this 
case are inadequate for the formation 
and operation of an irrigation district 
and special legislation is required fot 
that purpose and to validate and con- 
firm the making of the proposed ag- 
reement. 

NOW THEREFORE this petition of 
the undersigned purchasers and own- 
ers of and in the nrea known as the 
Western Section of the Canadian Pac- 
ific Railway Company’s Irrigation 
Block, humbly showeth; 

Your petitioners desire that the

IRRIGATION MEETINGS 

Saturday’s meeting in the Memorial 
Hall, the ninth in the series that have 
been held, was very well attended by 
an audience that was face to face with 
a serious and vital problem, and the 
atmosphere was charged with the im- 
portance of the question at issue by 
speakers as well as listeners. 

The meetings on the whole have 
been very well attended and keenest 
interest throughout has been a marked 
feature. 


Reeve Harwood presided at Satiir- 


day’s meeting and after explaining the 
purpose of the meeting, called on Mr. 
J. A. McArthur, Chairman of the spec- 
ial committee appointed to negotiate 
with the C. P. R. 

Mr. McArthur, in covering the neg- 
otiations carried on he: 
mittee and the C. P. R., the very valu- 
able assistance given by P. M. Sauder 
and J. E. Brownlee K. C., and the very 
generous offer made by the C. P. R. 
stated that these convinced him of the 
still remaining spirit of Santa Claus 
and he earnestly hoped the farmers 
would rise to the occasion, and not 
throw away this opportunity that lies 
at their door. 

Mr. McArthur deplored the small 
areas being signed on by so many. 
The number signing is satisfactory, 
but there must be a larger acreage 
signed for, else the C. P. R. are liable 
to withdraw their very generous offer. 

This offer reads — A Five Million 
Dollar Project turned over without 
payment of a 5c piece — A cash dona- 
tion of $400,000, ditch riders homes, 
horses, wagons etc. etc. 

Mr. McArthur urged the farmers to 
take warning from the past season 
when the average crop was not large 
enough to realize the 14 bu. quota. 

He reiterated the surety of Dust 
Bowl conditions should the men fail 
to sign on for a sufficient acreage to 
make up the total of 45,000 ac. 

The speaker said the C. P. R. made 
two small conditions; (a) Restrictiou 
of the reserve rights. at the Head 
Gates and (b) the request to control 
small leases A canvas & every farm- 
er in the district will be made and 
signees are urged to sign on for more 
than they need, in order to put the 
deal across, 

When the canvas is over the Act 
be drawn up that will be submitted to 
the Legislative Assembly which meets 
Feb. 10th. 

Mr. P. M. Sauder, Provincial Direct- 
or of Water Resources dealt exhaust- 
ingly with the question from a work- 
ing basis. He said Irrigation must be 
in individual parcels not a solid block 
of land. 

A farmer may sign on for as small 
an amount as 30 acres. For Irrigated 
and i.e. for wheat growing the cost will 
be $1.00 per ac. Any farmer signing 
on for 30 acs. irrgated land will be 
given domestic service free on the 
same parcel . 

He emphasized the great benefit to 
the new board they hoped to form, by 
stating they would be starting out with 
a clean slate. 

The Lethbridge Northern had had to 
pay for a costly set up and now at a 
rate of $1.25 they have paid for the 
dwellings built for the employees. He 
stressed the point of a large sign-up in 
order to have as large a maintenance 
and operations fund as possible. Rates 
will be struck in the early part of tne 
year, but payment not necessary until 
end of the year. If unpaid then, a 2% 
penalty will be imposed. 

The speaker feels that the farmers 
have everything to gain by signing on 
for a large acreage. 

Mr. Brownlee, K. C. 
for Municipal Districts, in a clear and 
forceful manner stressed the urgent 
need to continue the water system fn 
this section of Alberta, and repeated

He said that if the farmers do no? 
take advantage’ of this wonderfully 
generous offer placed at their doors.

Of the 200,000 acrés o.iginal 
ly under irrigation contract, only 15, 
000 acs now remain. 

The C. P. R. have definitely decided 
beyond the shadow of doubt to clos* 
out their irrigation project, and if the 
farmer do not sign on for sufficien_ly 
large acreage to enable new plans to 
go through, this land will be without 
water except what rain‘all occurs, and 
no one needs be told the limite! 
amount of such moisture in ceriain 
seasons, 

The C. P. R. can close out the sys- 
tem and will do so, make no mistake of 
that. 

Last year 880 twps. in Alberta 
raised less than 8 bus. per ac.

Can 
you afford to see that Insurance Policy 
done away with? 

An equipment costing $5,009,000. 
with a generous cash offer to carry 
on, and much other assistance, this for 
the safe guarding of your own welfare 
and that of your sons and daughters. 

In reply to a question would the P. 
F. R. A. come into the picture to give 
assistance in case the farmers turned 
down this offer, Mr. Brownlee replied 
in the negative. He said that the Do- 
minion Government through P. F. R. A. 
had given much help to Western Can- 
ada, but it was only to new projects; 
they would not step in and help to 
bolster up a work already in existence 

Minimum charge for Stock Water- 
ing is $25. Stock Watering from Can- 
al or spillway is $20. Minimum 
charge for 30 acs. irrigated is $30. 

Canvassers will bé furnished with all 
necessary data, and their work must 
be completed early in the New Year. 

Most of the meetings throughout the 
district have been well attended and 2 
gratifying interest shown in the dis- 
cussion. The main stumbling block is 
however, that the signees want to get 
the benefit of irrigation with as small 
an acreage as possible. This method 
will lose for them and those who take 
a broader outlook alike, the loss of the 
water, as P. M. Sauder repeatedly 
stated. Make no mistake of this. 

It should not have been necessary 
to appoint canvassers to contact the 
land owners, after the definite and 
very vivid explanation given of the con 
ditions facing the district if the water 
is cut off. Rather signees should 
have been eager to do their utmost in 
preserving for themselves and their 
families this vital adjunct necessary 
for a productive and attractive district

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Many authorities have pictured post 
war Europe as a _ region of limited 
farm production and widespread star- 
vation. It has been repeated many 
times that Europe’s farm Jands have 
been so neglected and her herds anda 
flocks so depleted that it will take 
years to restore agriculture to its 
normal productiveness on that con- 
tinenf. 

From time to time the Budget has 
published such opinions. Now L. B, 
Pearson, councilor of ‘he Canadian em- 
bassy at Washington and delegate to 
the United Nations Relief and Rebabil- 
itation Association conierence, gives 
evidence on the contrary side. He 
says that information made available 
to the UNRRA confer nce was that 
Europe at the present time is picduc- 
ing more food than before the war. 
That there is starvation and low ra- 
tions in some countries is due to the 
fact that the German military machine 
has reguistioned most of the produc- 
tion. 

Mr. Pearson stated that if Germany 
should collapse suddenly without ob- 
taining the opportunity of laying waste 
of occupied territories, Europe's ag- 
ricultural machinery would be in im- 
mediate and largely uniicpaired pro- 
duction.

OTTAWA— The Government's de- 
cisions to discontinue the subsidy of 
two dollars an acre on all land with- 
drawn from wheat cultivation and 
turned to summer fallow or feed 
grains shows that agricultural author- 
ities believe last year’s area of 17,500, 
000 acres was just about right for 1944 
in the face of the world food situation. 
This was the acreage taken as a goal 
in the recent Dominion-Provincial con- 
ference. The same incentive will be 
not therefore given to reduce this 
future while the guarentee of $1.25 a 
bushed ,number one Northern) is con- 
sidered likely to hold the wheat sown 
area well up to this acreage. The 
farmer in this free country is the final 
arbuter of his own interests and of his 
his own responsibility in wartime. A 
simple calculation in arithmetic, tak- 
ing into account the surplus of 600 mil- 
lion bushels at the end of July last 
with last season’s crop and deducting 
estimated needs for export and domes- 
tic use, shows that there is plenty of 
wheat on hand to meet the country’s 
requirements even if not a bushel of 
wheat is grown in Canada next season. 
Naturally such a thing is not wanted.) 
The crop from the allotted acreage is 
needed to maintain the necessary mar- 
gin, for even if lack of available cargo 
epace will restrict export shipments 
to some extent there will be increas- 
ing demands for relief. The uncer-

Among sites forming an interesting 
link with the early history of Canada 
to be placed recently under the care 
of the National Parks Bureau is Fort 
Malden, at Amherstburg, Ontario.

The site of the Fort, including the 
remaining earthworks, was acquirea 
on the grounds to house the many in- 
teresting exhibits relating to the re- 
gion, and important events associated 
with the old Fort have been commem- 
ordated by a suitable memorial.

OTTAWA— The Government's de- 
cisions to discontinue the subsidy of 
two dollars an acre on all land with- 
drawn from wheat cultivation and 
turned to summer fallow or feed 
grains shows that agricultural author- 
ities believe last year’s area of 17,500, 
000 acres was just about right for 1944 
in the face of the world food situation.

Manitoba Farmers Set Example 


It is difficult indeed to find topics 
for these articles of equal interest to 
all our readers from the Red River 
to the Peace River. Obviously, we 
cannot deal with matters of purely 
local importance. While this is really 
a salute to Manitoba farmers, it 
merits the attention of all. 

Ever since this Department was 
erganized, we have stressed, above 
ail, two problems—Weeds and Soil 
Conservation. If you, in your dis- 
trict, were to organize a meeting to 
discuss prices, debt legislation, or 
farm labour, you would be sure of 
support. But suppose you were to 
arrange a meeting for the sole pur- 
pose of studying weed problems; 
how many farmers would come? 
Well, on November 30, the Minister 
of Agriculture for Manitoba called 
such a meeting. For nearly four 
hours, 186 farmers sat on hard seats 

completel y absorbed with the prob- 
iem of controlling leafy spurge. For 
three years, the Department@ of 
Agriculture has co-operated with 
municipal officials and other farmers 
in @ program to conquer this weed. 
Fifty municipalities were repre- 
sented at the meeting. Results of 
control methods by chemicals, by 
tillage and by sheep were discussed, 
and means for making the work 
more effective were studied. 

Government agriculturists have 
learned that they must get better 
acquainted with the farmer himself, 
Farmers have discovered that the 
professionally trained agriculturist 
has something to offer. Leafy spurge 
is in for a tough time in Manitoba. 
The same spirit will defeat weeds 
and preserve soils anywhere, and 
these two goals can be reached no 
other way. 

On behalf of the Line Elevator 
Sponsors, as well as on our own, we 
wish our readers a Merry Christmas 
and a New Year that will bring 
peace.

WEEKLY LETTER 


—IN RETROSPECT— 

As we approach the Christmas sea- 
gon and the end of the year it may be 
worth while to ease off and take a 
look back. The year has been full of 
hard work, worry, and difficulties, but 
ae we look back these are diminished 
already by thoughts of a job well done 
Nature was none too bountiful with 
moisture supplies but compensated by 
giving us ideal havesting weather so 
that the crop could be garnered in 
good condition and with a minimum of 
delay. The mild, open winter has 
given us time to catch up with much 
of our nelected out door work and has 
been a_ blessing to all phases of live- 
stock production. 

There have been disappointments 
to certain sections of the industry in 
some of the price arrangements that 
have been made during the year but to 
other sections the arrangemens have 
been quite satisfactory. Some have 
been pleased while others have been 
displeased. We sometimes forget that 
similar conditions existed in what we 
consider as normal times. It is so 
easy to assume that because the gov- 
ernment has stepped in with controls, 
subsidies, and ceilings, everything 
should be made right at once. It may 
be well to remember that despite all 
the efforts put forth by the agricultur- 
al industry through the years this in- 
dustry never has been able to solve all 
these problems for itself. 

Within agriculture there is such a 
great variety of sectional and conflict 
ing interests that a satisfactory bal 
ance is very dificult to obtain. What 
satisfies the grain grower may be bad 
for the live stock man. ‘The various 
classes of live stock are in competition 
with each other, the dairy industry 
has competition within itself and is in 
competition with the producer of oil 
bearing plants. So through all of ag- 
riculture we find conflicting interests 
that are not easily reconciled. Evena 
strong central farmers’ organization is 
faced with these difficulties and in 
such an organization the farmers May 
well fight with each other. Until 
these sectional interests can be recon- 
ciled by the farmers themselves it 
may be expecting too much of the gov- 
ernment to set it all right for us even 
with complete regimentation which we 
do not want. 

We must learn to look at the broad 
picture of agricultural production, 
learn more about the problems and 
difficulties of the men in other parts 
of Canada and those with other major 
production interests so that we can 
get the proper balance into the indus- 
try as a whole. We must broaden our 
interests beyond our own limited 
sphere and develop sympathetic un- 
derstanding of the problems of others 
for without such understanding preg- 
ress in tackling common problems 
must be exceedingly slow. 

Thus as we look back we may feel 
that mistakes have been made, that 
we have been mistreated, have not 
had a square deal. Is this not a good 
time of the year to review our reac- 
tions, analyse the whole agricultural 
problem to the best of our ability, and 
see whether after all the business 
hasn’t come through one of its most 
prosperous years?

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CHRISTMAS CAKE SUGGESTIONS 


— 

With the scarcity of Christmas 
foods and the rationing of butter and 
sugar, homemakers are finding the old 
tried and proven recipes unsatisfaci- 
or this year. Substitutes are requir- 
ed for many of the ingredients, and 
the following suggestions from Vera 
Richards MacDonald will prove ‘help- 
ful. 

Most Christmas cakes call for butter 
but lard or another shortening may be 
used just as well, especially if it is to 
be a dark cake with spices. Use two 
tablespoons less lard per cup than 
butter called for, and if unsalted in- 
crease the salt in the recipe by % tea- 
spoonful for each cup of shortening. 
A favorite substitute for sugar in fruit 
cakes is honey ---- using % cup of 
honey for each cup of sugar. Honey 
helps to keep cakes fresh and moist. 
Some may use an extra % cup of grape 
currant or apple jelly, or strawberry 
preserves for flavour and sweetening 
For medium light cakes, peach or pear 
jam may be used. 


If you want a dark cake and haven’t 


any molasses ,try adding some bakers |

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now in hand 


chocolate, chipping it with a knife. 
Many Christmas eake recipes call for 
dates, and this year we are using pac- 
kaged dry bananas in their place. The 
bananas should be chopped as you 
would dates and about % to % of a 
cup used for a cup of dates.
